MP: Hacking 
answers not 
good enough

A NORTHAMPTON MP has 
called the evidence given to him 
by senior police officers on the 
phone hacking scandal 
‘unsatisfactory’. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, was sitting 
on the Home Affairs Select 
Committee on Tuesday to 
question former Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner Sir Paul 
Stephenson, former assistant 
commissioner John Yates and 
head of the Met’s director of 
communications Dick Fedorico 
about the police force’s relation¬ 
ship with News International, 
owner of the News of the World. 

The MP, who was elected to 
Northampton North in May 2010, 
was voted on to the committee in 
February with the support of 
more than 300 Conservative MPs. 



News International has been 
under fire since it emerged that 
the News of the World hacked into 
the voicemails of murdered 
schoolgirl Milly Dowler and 
victims of the 7/7 bombings. 

The Metropolitan Police have 
been accused of failing to follow 


up investigations into the illegal 
interceptions because of their 
relationship with the company. 

Mr Ellis said: “I was a barrister 
for 17 years prior to becoming an 
MP so it was not the first time I 
have had to ask police officers 
questions. 

“There were some 

unsatisfactory answers given. 

“A corporation should not be 
able to put officers off an 
investigation just because they 
make it difficult for them. 

“If anything that should make 
police officers increase police 
work there as it is often those who 
make things difficult, who have 
done something wrong.” 

One of the most intriguing 
moments of the meeting was 
Yates’ admission that he helped 
get a job for the daughter of 
former deputy editor of the 
recently axed Sunday paper, Neil

Adil, 16, wrong victim in 
school ‘revenae’ attack

A STUDENT was murdered outside the 
grounds of his school with the shaft of a 
broken golf club after a case of 
mistaken identity, a court has heard. 

Adil Basharat from Milton Keynes, was 
16 when he was attacked on the grounds 
outside the Kingsbrook School in 
Deanshanger on Friday, November 19 
last year. 

He died two days later on November 21 
from the injuries he sustained after 
allegedly being stabbed with the weapon 
that had been broken on the back of one 
of his friends. 

Prosecuting, Benjamin Aina QC said: “A 
group of schoolchildren was approached 
by four of the defendants, Adam Moore, 
lake Batten, Daniel Anderson and Freddy 
Wilson. 

“Some of the men had their faces 
covered with clothing. The four attacked 
three of the schoolchildren with weapons 
which included a golf club, walking 
crutches, a screwdriver and a metal bar. 

“They also attacked using their fists and 
feet. 

“During the attack the golf club 
handle broke and it was thrust into the 
pelvis of one of the schoolchildren, Adil 
Basharat. 

“That action caused the main artery to 
be severed and sadly he was pronounced 
dead on November 21 last year.” 


The court heard how the attack was 
orchestrated by a fifth man, Billy 
Billingham, who was not involved in the 
attack itself but wanted revenge after 
being robbed of some drugs. 

Mr Aina continued: “The crown 
believes Billy Billingham was responsible 
for orchestrating the attack as revenge 
because he had some drugs stolen from 
him in the weeks before the attack.” 

The jury heard during the opening of 
the trial how one of the men, Moore, was 
seen talking on a mobile phone as he 
approached the group carrying the golf 
club, by several witnesses. 

Mr Aina said: “Adam Moore was 
speaking to Billy Billingham on the 
phone as he approached the group and 


he called out Adil’ and then made some 
reference to having caused trouble for 
one of his friends. Following that short 
conversation, they attacked. 

“Sadly this was a case of mistaken 
identity. The attack on the schoolboy was 
a complete mistake, he was the wrong 
victim.” 

Wilson, 20 and Batten, 22, both from 
Deanshanger, Adam Moore, 20, from 
Cosgrove, Northamptonshire and Daniel 
Anderson, 20, from Stony Stratford, all 
deny murder and violent disorder. 

Moore and Billingham, 19, from Milton 
Keynes plead not guilty to conspiracy to 
commit GBH. 

The trial continues and is expected to 
last four weeks.

Wallace. In the meeting he called himself a 
postbox for passing on CVs, something Mr Ellis 
has called unconventional. 

He said: “Assistant Commissioner John Yates 
has a very unorthodox approach to the 
employment procedure, in sending email 
recommendations direct to human resources. 

“That is not how a large police service should 
be recruiting. “ 

However, Mr Ellis feels that the scrutiny of the 
scandal by the MPs shows the democratic 
process doing its job. 

He said: “Everyone has known for some time 
now that, not just at News International, the 
relationship between politicians and the media 
has been rather unhealthy. 

“However, these committees really do show 
Parliament at its best.” 


Officials catch immigrant at work 


A CAR wash in Northampton was 
raided this week after it emerged 
they were employing an illegal 
immigrant. 

The UK Border Agency raided the 
Hand Car Wash in Grafton Street 
shortly after 9.30am on Tuesday. 

Checks revealed that one of the 
four members of staff had no 
permission to work in the UK and that 
a 21-year-old Albanian man had 
overstayed his visa. 

He has since been taken into UK 
Border Agency detention and work is 
under way to remove him from the 
country. 

The business could now face a fine 
of up to £10,000 unless it can prove 
that the correct pre-employment 
checks were carried out. 

Chief immigration officer Melanie 
Partridge said: “We are working hard 


to find and remove those who have 
no right to live or work in the UK. 

“The message we are sending to 
people flouting the law is clear - more 
raids are planned and you will be 
caught. 

“By law, employers must check that 
their staff have the right to work in 
the UK and we are happy to provide 
help for people who want to play by 
the rules. 

“Our enforcement visits are 
intelligence led and we appeal to the 
public to let us know when they have 
information about suspected 
immigration offenders.”

A FAMILY have criticised Northampton 
Borough Council after they refused to 
remove a wasp nest from their council 
home. 

Keith Clement, 24, contacted the 
authority on behalf of his mother 
Rebecca, 46, who has serious health 
issues, over a week ago about the nest 
but the council said it wasn’t their 
problem. 

Mr Clement said the council had told 
him that it wasn’t their responsibility and 
he should pay to have it removed from 
the house in Old Barn Court, Lings. 

Mr Clement said: “My mum has had 
two suspected strokes and has epilepsy 
and has problems with her knee which 
makes it difficult to get about. 

“The last thing she needs is a bathroom 
full of wasps when she is trying to wash 
herself. My brother has already been 
stung on his face but it could be much 
worse if it was my mother. 

“I spoke to two different people at the 
council and they said it wasn’t their 
problem and that I should get it done 
myself. 

“When I looked to see how much it 
would cost I was told £100 which we 
can’t afford.”

Rebecca Clement said: “I called my 
housing officer who told me I should talk 
to pest control but they wanted me to 
pay for it up front. 

“I’m on benefits and explained to them 
that I couldn’t but would be willing to 
pay in some sort of plan but they wanted 
the money there and then to do it.” 

Northampton Borough Council has 
said that it has now contacted the family, 
as it is responsible for pest control in the 
homes it rents to its tenant and the 
problem will be sorted as soon as 
possible. 

A spokesman for Northampton 
Borough Council said: “One of our 
housing officers visited Mrs Clement 
yesterday and we have made 
arrangements for a pest contractor to 
remove the wasp nest from the 
property.” 



1,300 residents dodged TV licence 


TELEVISION licence 
dodgers in Northampton, 
Wellingborough and 
Rushden numbered 1,300 
in the first six months of 
the year. 

Yesterday, TV Licensing 
revealed 840 people in 
Northampton were 
caught watching 
television without a 
licence, 350 in 
Wellingborough and 110 
in Rushden.

“TV Licensing launched 
a new advertising 
campaign in May to 
remind people about the 
different ways to pay for 
their licence.

Abbey in running 
for revamp cash 

A COUNCIL has made a bid to get a 
grant of £4 million to pay for the 
restoration of a heritage site. 

Northampton Borough Council has 
made the approach to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund that could see the cash 
being used to begin the restoration of 
Delapre Abbey. 

The Abbey needs major work to the 
tune of £15m. And the authority has 
now entered the first round of bidding 
for a grant of around £284,000. 

The results will be announced in 
September and if successful, the council 
will use this money to carry out work 
that will allow it to enter the second 
round of bidding for a restoration grant 
of around £3.5m. 

The money would initially be used to 
test the structural soundness of the 
building and bring the majority of the 
south wing back into use. 

Leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, Cllr David Palethorpe, said: 

“We want Delapre Abbey to be an 
important landmark on the local and 
national heritage map and a major 
attraction that brings people to 
Northampton. 

“Support from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund would allow us to take an exciting 
step forward in preserving this really 
important and beautiful building and its 
wonderful grounds.” 

The authority has already recognised 
the Abbey as its principal heritage 
priority and pledged to support it with 
a restoration fund of £800,000. 

It will also be spending a further 
£100,000 over three years to fund a 
programme of minor restoration works.

Bairstow eves 
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Opposition mounts on 
Tory plans to reopen 
pedestrianised street

PROPOSALS suggesting opening 
up Abington Street in North¬ 
ampton town centre to traffic 
has been given the thumbs- 
down. 

Cllr Lee Mason, the opposition 
leader at Northampton Borough 
Council, is against plans to allow 
cars back along the shopping 
area. 

The idea, proposed by the 
Conservative administration as a 
pre-election pledge, would see 
the road re-open to traffic after it 
was pedestrianised in 1992. 

The administration are consid¬ 
ering re-opening the road, initial¬ 
ly to taxis and buses, before even¬ 


tually allowing cars back on the 
street between St Giles Terrace 
and Wellington Street, which is to 
the side of Marks & Spencer. 

However, Cllr Mason has said 
they will oppose the idea on 
safety grounds. 

She said: “I think almost all suc¬ 
cessful shopping areas in town 
these days are pedestrianised. 
“There are plenty of car parks in 
and around the town which pre¬ 
vents the need to drive right 
through the middle of one of the 
streets. 

“It’s busy enough as it is now, 
imagine forcing people with 
pushchairs or those who are dis¬ 
abled onto narrow pavements as 
traffic is going past. I think it will 
be dangerous and will not help 


road safety. I would not like to see 
this happen at all. 

“The Conservatives have 
reduced the cost of car parking 
and I think that is a much more 
suitable exercise that will help 
boost the town’s economy. 

“I’m not sure opening up 
Abington Street to traffic will be.” 

Before the election Cllr David 
Palethorpe, who is now leader of 
the council, said: “The town cen¬ 
tre is key to our local economy 
and more people shopping on 
Abington Street will be the vital 
boost local shops need. 

“Opening up the middle section 
will help business in that part of 
the town centre and will be a 
real incentive to attract new 
shops.”

Gritting all the roads is 
an expensive business 


A COUPLE of years ago, I was 
driving up the A1 when the 
traffic suddenly slowed from 
a steady 70mph down to a jerky 
30mph. 

Twenty minutes or so later, it 
was a surprise to find out that this 
delay had been caused by a fleet 
of around 20 gritters winding their 
way north. 

As I accelerated away, my mind 
wandered off into where were the 
gritters going? Might gritters be 
like migrating birds that head 
north in the summer before 
returning south for the winter. 

Or was there an elephant’s 
graveyard full of old gritters. 

No, far too silly. 

So, I put the question in that box 
of those questions such as why 
you never see a young pigeon that 
nobody ever seems to know the 
answer to. 

Then, I opened my papers for last 
week’s county council’s cabinet 
meeting and saw an agenda item 
entitled ‘Replacement of council 
owned gritters’. Might this finally 
deliver the answers? 

The paper is a classic of the sort 
that any civil servant would be 
proud of. It describes all the 
problems, details all the options 
and makes recommendations. 

In fact, it has nearly everything 
that a petrolhead recovering from 
the excitement of the British 
Grand Prix might want to know 
about gritters - even whether the 
council needs big gritters or could 
make do with smaller ones. 

Alas, there is no mention of horse 
power to excite the petrolheads. 


So, as I delve into the deep 
recesses of the report, I learn’ that 
corrosion of the bodywork is an 
increasing problem. 

Excuse me but don’t the gritters 
carry salt. What does the county 
council expect? Where is the 
justification for just how many 
gritters does the council need? 
Surely that must be somewhere - 
well I cannot see it. 

Then tucked away in a separate 
appendix that I am sure the Tories 
hope I am not going to read, I 
finally find replacing the 11 gritters 
that the council own is going to 
cost a total of £1.9 million including 
lifetime maintenance and 
financing charges, if the council 
either buys or leases the 
replacement gritters. At first 
glance, that looks about right. 

Then, I discover if we lease the 
gritters through MGWP, the county 
council’s private sector highways 
contractor, that cost rises to 
£2.4m. 

Hang on a minute, the council 
has a fleet of 30 gritters and owns 
11, where do we lease the other 
19? Yes you guessed it, MGWP. 

Is the council paying through the 
nose for the gritters it does not 
own? Well, the Tories have not put 
any information about that in the 
report. 


Well if MGWP is proposing 
charging the Tory County Council 
£0.5m more for 11 gritters that 
would work out to about £ 0.9m 
more on the 19 we are currently 
leasing from them. So why are the 
Tories not investigating this. 

The answer is of course dogma. 

The private sector will always 
have to pay higher interest on the 
money they borrow to buy the 
gritters than the county council 
would. 

On top of that, their shareholders 
want a reward. 

Getting the Tories to admit that 
their beloved private sector is sure 
to charge them more is always a 
tricky one. 

Oespite the public image of the 
great cut and thrust of political 
debate, a lot of the work of the 
Labour Opposition is not sexy. It 
involves diligently reading through 
reports like this gritting report and 
asking the hard questions that are 
needed to hold the Tory 
administration to account. 

The people of Northamptonshire 
can be certain that the Labour 
opposition is going to carry on 
asking these difficult questions 
because every penny that the 
Tories at County Hall waste is a 
penny less that can be spent on 
the services that really matter.

Prints lead police 

to drug factory’s 
£50 delivery man

A MAN who helped take equip¬ 
ment to a cannabis factory was 
caught out after his fingerprints 
were found on a cup from 
MacDonald’s, left behind after 
the delivery, a court has heard. 

Daniel Beasley, 28, was paid £50 
to help move the equipment to 
the flat in Derngate, 
Northampton, and when police 
raided the drugs factory in May 
last year, they found his finger¬ 
prints on items left in the proper¬ 
ty, including the cup and an 
instruction manual. 

Beasley had claimed that he had 
no idea what the equipment was 
going to be used for but then 
pleaded guilty to being 
concerned in the production of 
class B drugs on the day he was 


going to stand trial last month. 
He denied having an 
involvement in the running of the 
factory. 

Andrew Howarth, prosecuting, 
said: “Police found 36 mature 
plants with all the necessary 
equipment to grow the drug and 
in a second nursery room a 
further 21 plants were discovered.” 

Mr Howarth added: “The 
electricity had been by-passed 
and had these plants grown their 
value would have been £13,000 if 
mature.” 

Richard Holloway, mitigating, 
said: “This is something that he 
thought he could bury his head in 
the sand and it would go away but 
with serious matters like this, it 
was not so easy. 

“It is one of those cautionary 
tales involving those in the 
periphery of the drug culture and 


of someone who got his fingers 
burnt. 

“He was given £50 to do this and 
that was it. 

“He knows he has got into 
serious trouble by helping to 
move it in.” 

Beasley was sentenced to ten 
months in prison, suspended for 
two years, and ordered to do 15 
hours of community service. 

He was also ordered to pay £386 
in costs. 

Sentencing him on Friday 
Recorder Christopher Goodchild 
said: “It stretches my belief that 
you did not know fully what this 
kit was going to be used for. 

“If this factory was up and 
running for a few months it could 
have put £100,000 into the drugs 
system. You did it as a favour for a 
small amount of money knowing 
it was for drugs.”

: amily’s total shock 
sorely missed Dings 


RELATIVES of the Ding family 
have said that they are confident 
that the man who is responsible 
for the murder of their family will 
face justice. 

Jixiang Ding is a professor in 
biology in Kentucky, USA and is 
the brother of ‘Jeff’ Jifeng Ding 
who was murdered, along with 
his wife Helen Chu and 
daughters Xing and Alice. He is 
certain that the police manhunt 
will eventually lead to the 
capture of the prime suspect, 
Anxiang Du. 

Mr Du has been on the run 
since the murders on the day of

the Royal Wedding. Jixiang and 
other relatives visited 
Northampton last week to 
observe the investigation, visit 
the family’s home and hold a 
memorial service and after 
speaking with police he believes 
his family will see justice. 

He said: “When we were away 
we did not get much 
information. So we would ask 
‘why is there no progress in the 
hunt for the suspect?’ 

“After we came here we had a 
meeting with the police. They 
were very nice and I have more 
confidence they will catch the 
suspect. Sooner or later, one way 
or another that is my feeling.” 

Jixiang described the difficultly 
in even thinking about Mr Du 
and the crimes he is suspected of 
committing against his family. 

When asked what he thought 
about him, he said: “Brutal. 
Absolutely brutal. I think these 
kind of things are just beyond my 
imagination and I believe 
beyond the imagination of any 


human being. For a long time, 
even now, emotionally I don’t 
want to hear his name. But if he 
really did this - so far he is just a 
suspect - but if he really did this, 

I have many, many, many 
questions to ask him. 

“I want to ask him how could 
you stab a knife into an innocent 
girl’s heart, not once but twice. 
How could you do that? An 
innocent girl? 

“I also want to know what he is 
feeling or whether he has any 
feelings when he saw the girls’ 
expressions. 

“I hope I get an answer. 
Actually I don’t expect I will get 
a satisfactory answer. But if I 
was facing him now that is the 
question I would ask.” 

Jixiang also described the 
moment that he found out that 
his brother, sister-in-law and two 
nieces were murdered and how 
he had to tell their remaining 
family in China. 

“Shock. Complete shock,” he 
said. “I actually found out from

SECOND half goals from Luke Chambers and 
Lewis McGugan saw Northampton Town fall to a 
2-1 defeat after letting an early lead slip against 
Nottingham Forest in their first home pre¬ 
season friendly. 

The impressive Jake Robinson, who is also 
forming a potentially dangerous strike partner¬ 
ship with Adebayo Akinfenwa, had put the home 
side in front in the opening minutes with a Tony 
Yeboah-esque strike that rattled in off the frame 
of the goal. 

But Forest boss Steve McCLaren, managing his 
first game on English soil since Dutch side FC 
Twente’s Champions League qualifier against 
Arsenal three years ago, saw a much-improved 
showing from his side after the break as they 
came out on top. 

Northampton were dominant early on and that 
was rewarded when Robinson fired them ahead 
after just three minutes. Paul Turnbull had 
already gone close, only to see his low shot 
blocked by a desperate dive from Forest centre 
half Wes Morgan before his fellow newcomer 
broke the deadlock. 

Robinson drilled home a strike from 20 yards 
after picking the ball up in midfield, with goal¬ 
keeper Paul Smith powerless to do anything as it 
crashed in off the underside of the crossbar. Ten 
minutes later he tried his luck from distance 
again, but this time his 30-yard attempt went 
harmlessly over. 

At the other end, Sam Walker was called into 
action twice in the space of five minutes to 
preserve Northampton’s lead, firstly doing well by 
diving to his right to turn Lewis McGugan’s 
attempt from the edge of the box away for a 
corner on 20 minutes before diving at the feet of 
Marcus Tudgay to block his close range shot. 

That period proved to be it for the visitors 


during the first 45 minutes - while the Cobblers 
retook control of the game without creating any 
clear-cut chances to hold a single goal lead 
heading into the interval. 

Robinson could well have added to his tally 
within two minutes of the restart after being put 
through by Akinfenwa, but pulled his shot across 
the face of goal while one-on-one with Smith. 

Forest started to get back into the game though 
and after threatening to pull one back they did so 
when Northampton old boy Chambers returned 
to haunt his former club, rising above the defence 
to head home Radoslaw Majewski’s corner in the 
53rd minute. A slip by Cobblers right back Nana 
then proved costly six minutes later. His acrobatic 
attempt at a clearance was mis-timed, which 
gifted possession back to the visitors. Moments 


later, McGugan had put Forest into the lead after 
volleying home Chris Gunter’s pass from 18-yards 
out. The inevitable raft of substitutions followed 
on both sides, but Northampton kept pressing 
and there is much that boss Gary Johnson can 
take from this game. They now prepare to host 
another Championship side in the form of 
Reading on Saturday.

the internet. I was completely 
shocked, I could not finish the 
news story once I saw the 
pictures. I could not believe that 
they were gone. I mean it is just 
complete shock. And I cannot 
accept in a way that it is reality. 

“And then I thought about my 
parents. They lost their child and 
their grandchildren in one day. 
The first thing I did was to call a 
relative, my mother’s cousin, in 
our home town in China, and 
asked them to do me a favour. 

“I asked them to go to stay with 
my parents, that is the only 
favour I wanted. 

“For Helen’s parents and my 
parents the impact could be 
fatal, or close to fatal, and I hope 
they get over the shock at some 
time.” 

Despite the horror of what 
happened to his brother, Jixiang 
is able to take with him the many 


memories of ‘Jeff’ and his family, 
who he says helped to shape him 
as a person. 

“When we were little we used to 
sleep in the same bed for many, 
many years. When we grew up 
Jeff became a very quiet man but 
also became a real gentleman. 

“Without Jeff’s guidance and 
help I would probably be a 
different person and have a 
different career. I am so glad to 
have had a brother like Jeff. 

“I knew my sister-in-law, Helen, 
for a long time. 

“I knew her before she became 
my sister-in-law, so I knew her 
very well. I went to the house 
they used to live in to 
collect something of memory 
and I came out with a photo 
collection. 

“One of the photos in the 
collection was their wedding 
picture. I looked at that photo 


and said to myself, ‘I did not 
realise my sister-in-law was so 
beautiful’. 

“For my two nieces, I am told 
they were two lovely girls, they 
were achieving greatly in school 
and in music. I still remember 
when I talked to my father earlier 
this year, my father told me that 
Xing had a good chance of 
getting into medical school and 
I was so, so proud of her.” 

Jixiang spoke about getting 
Xing a gift for getting into 
medical school but delayed it 
until after she received her A 
level results in August, something 
he never thought would not 
happen. 

“I regret that and I will 
remember them forever and I 
will miss them forever.” 

The family, who have visited 
the town from China and 
America, have been amazed at 
the community spirit following 
the horrific events. 

Jixiang said: “I have to say I 
have really appreciated what the 
community has done for my 
brother’s family. The neighbours 
and local communities, they are 
just beautiful people. It is a 
beautiful town and the people 
here are very beautiful I have 
to say. 

“The police told me when we 
visited the house the neighbours 
had volunteered to cut the grass 
for them and they organised the 
memorial service and I deeply 
appreciate that.” 

He added: “I feel grateful my 
brother’s family had such a 
happy life.”

Drink-drive 
blitz sees 
83 arrests

MORE than 600 breath tests 
were carried out and 83 
people arrested for drink¬ 
driving during Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police’s summer 
crackdown. 

The month long focus on 
drink-driving was run in 
conjunction with the 
nationwide initiative 
led by the 
Association of Chief 
Police Officers. 

Between June 1 
and June 30 police 
carried out 686 
breath tests, resulting 
in the 83 arrests. 

During the June 2010 
campaign, 849 breath tests 
were carried out which led to 
82 arrests. 

As drivers under the age of 
25 are especially at risk of 
being injured or killed on the 
roads, police targeted this age 
group to remind them of the 


consequences of driving 
under the influence of drink 
or drugs. 

Of the 686 tests carried out, 
239 were on drivers under 25 
with 24 per cent being 
positive. 

Chief Inspector Sean Bell 
said: “This year has seen a 
greater number of positive 
results than 2010 despite 
fewer tests being carried 
out. 

“I believe this is 
because officers 
were acting on 
intelligence and 
being more 
targeted in their 
approach.” 

Anyone who 
suspects a 

driver of taking to the wheel 
under the influence of drink 
or drugs can call the 
Drivewatch Hotline, a 24- 
hour service, on 0800 174615. 

The confidential service is 
regularly monitored and 
officers will follow up 
intelligence.

THE University of Northampton 
has been given £100,000 to 
support learners through a new 
scholarship programme. 

The money has come from the 
Sir Thomas White Charity, an 
historic Northampton-based 
organisation which supports 
young people in their education 
and training aspirations. 

With Government-matched 
funding which pays an additional 
50p for every £1 donated to the 
university made before July 31 
the final contribution could 
amount to £150,000. 

Speaking at an informal 



presentation ceremony, Tim 
Hadland, chairman of the 
trustees for the charity, said: “Our 
aim has always been to support 
young people to obtain the best 


future opportunities available to 
them. The Sir Thomas White 
Scholarship at The University of 
Northampton will be open to full 
time-undergraduate students 
who have lived in Northampton¬ 
shire for at least five years. 

“The scholarships will provide 
up to £1,500 in support of their 
studies.” 

Sir Thomas White was born in 
Reading in 1492. He worked in 
the clothing industry and gave to 
education throughout his life. 

Following his death in 1567 his 
estate bequeathed a small 
fortune to buy land. Profits from 
renting this went towards helping 
young men in trade in towns 
including across Northampton. 


Circuit fun could add to traffic on county’s roads 


MOTORISTS are being warned two 
events at the Silverstone circuit 
will mean increased levels of 
traffic and potential delays in the 
area.

Emergency planning officer for 
the Highways Agency, Steve 
Parker, said: “Both events will 
mean the A43 and Ml in 
Northamptonshire will see 
significantly more traffic over the 
course of the weekend than 
normal.

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Drunken man

A MAN from Zimbabwe 
who was so drunk when 
arrested he told police 
he was an illegal 
immigrant with a fake 
passport has been 
jailed. 

Louis Madzongwe, 41, 
of Wilford Avenue, 
Northampton, was 
stopped by police in 
Overstone Road at 
1.30pm on April 28 
following reports of an 
intoxicated man, 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard on Friday. 

He pleaded guilty to 
possessing false 


documents. William 
Falshaw, prosecuting, 
said: “He told the officers 
that he needed to speak 
to someone at the Home 
Office because he had 
overstayed his welcome. 

“He said that his visa 
expired in 2002 and he 
should be sent back to 
Zimbabwe. 

“He then showed them 
his passport which he 
said was fake and that 
he had paid £200 to get 
in order to work at a 
Tesco warehouse in 
Daventry.” 

Stephen Moore, 
mitigating, said: “He 
came here from 
Zimbabwe in 2002, 


where he had worked as 
an Air traffic controller, 
to search for a better life 
as he didn’t like the 
political and social 
landscape at home.” 

Sentencing him to six 
months in prison, 
Recorder Christoper 
Goodchild told 

Madzongwe: “It is a sad 
and not too unfamiliar 
story of a man with 
talent falling foul of the 
law. 

“You knew that what 
you were doing was 
wrong and it deserves 
imprisonment. 

“It is up to the Home 
Office to decide what 
happens after that.”

CUMBRIA - it’s closer 
than you think. 

This is something I 
discovered when I took 
the opportunity to go on a 
short break to the Lake 
District. 

As I drove up, I thought 
of the countryside and 
landscape which inspired 
Wordsworth, recalling 
phrases like ‘A host, of 
golden daffodils’ or ‘I 
wandered lonely as a 
cloud’. 

Well I can tell Mr 
Wordsworth that clouds 
don’t wander aimlessly, 
they hunt in packs and get 
to together to form great 
big black blankets. 

I should know, they 
hunted me on the way up 
as it showered on and off 
for the 209 mile journey. 

I had envisaged a 
terrible drive up the M6 as 
whenever I turned on the 
radio, I heard of traffic 
jams on the motorway or 
long tailbacks. 

As I was in Lancashire, 
the south side of the M6 
was, in places, at a 
standstill or at best a 
crawl and I did say a little 
prayer it would not be like 
that on the way back. 

I was heading to 
Broadoaks Country 
House which is located in 
Windermere. 

This was an area of the 
country I had never 
visited and was interested 
to see what it was like and 
how it would compare to 
my expectations. 

The country house, 
which is situated in seven 
acres of its own grounds, 
has been under new man¬ 
agement for the past 18 
months. 

Entering the foyer, I 
could instantly tell this 
would be an enjoyable 
stay as it just gave off a 
sense of serenity. 

There are 15 individually 
designed rooms at the 
house and I stayed in Ash. 

The other rooms are 
named after different 
types of wood such as 
Maple, Sycamore, Beech, 
Willow and Oak to name a 


few. The room was cozy 
but with plenty of space 
to move around and 
afforded me a lovely view 
of the main drive and the 
surrounding hills. 

The main bedroom 
came complete with an 
en-suite bathroom and 
whirlpool bath. 

There was a very 
comfortable four poster 
bed which gave me a 
good night’s sleep along 
with a wide-screen 
television and a kettle to 
make tea and coffee. 

To get ready for supper, I 
decided to take the short 
drive into Windermere 
which proved a pleasant 
distraction from the rain. 

This was an ideal jaunt 
to stretch my legs and 
gave me a chance to work 
up an appetite for my 
evening meal. 

On my return, I booked 
a time for a table. When I 
came downstairs later I 
went into the music room 
for an aperitif and a 
chance to study the menu 
and wine list before 
ordering my meal. 

It was all very unhurried 
and relaxing. 

To start, I had French 
onion soup and 

Emmental toastie. This 
was followed by pan 
roasted Cumbrian fillet of 
beef, fondant potatoes, 
wilted spinach, celeriac 
and truffle puree with 
wild mushroom jus. 

I also had a side order of 
sugar snap peas and 
Jersey Royal New 
Potatoes. 

To wash this down, I 
selected a bottle of 
Chilean wine. I didn’t 


have any dessert as I felt 
full so decided to opt for a 
relaxing coffee in the 
lounge. 

All of this brought to an 
end to a lovely day. 

In the morning, I woke 
about 8am which meant I 
had plenty of time to get 
ready for breakfast, 
served from 8.30am. 

I plumped for apple 
juice and cereal to start 
and this was followed by 
the breakfast of 
champions - a full 
English. 

This was made up of dry 
cured bacon, Cumberland 
sausage, homemade black 
pudding, tomato, button 
mushrooms, beans and a 
choice of fried, scrambled 
or poached egg. 

This was all washed 
down by a pit of tea - 
lovely. 

What did I think of 
Broadoaks? 

It exceeded my 
expectations and as an 
establishment, I would 
have no hesitation in 
recommending it for you 
to stay at. 

It provided all the 
comfort I would have 
hoped for and did leave 
me feeling relaxed and 
refreshed. 

After breakfast, I left to 
head back to Kettering. 
As I was not in any rush 
I stopped off in Kendal 
to enjoy this market 
town. 

So summing up, 
Cumbria really is closer 
than you think - and I 
think it is such a catchy 
phrase it should be on a 
bumper sticker.

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Keeping your kids happy and 
healthy can be quite a 
challenge, what child is really 
going to want a banana in the 
lunchbox when they can have 
a Mars bar? But there are 
ways you can make a packed 
lunch nutritious and tasty, 
follow our guide to creating 
the perfect lunch box and 
ensure the little darlings keep 
smiling. 

The perfect packed lunch should 
ideally include starch, protein, 
dairy and a portion of fruit or 
vegetables. The starchy foods 
should make up a good 
proportion of the lunch as they 
are a good source of energy.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.

“If you come here you’ve got to be motivated 
to be the best because it brings it out in you. 

“I’d love to say I’d start every week, but I don’t 
think that’s a reasonable thing yet, so I just 
want to play as much rugby as I can. 

“If I go out on loan, hopefully I can perform 
there and get a few first team games, and 
show my worth there.” 

Glynn’s rugby idols as a youngster were 
Australia’s record cap holder George Gregan 
and Welsh international Dwayne Peel, but he is 
keen to learn from any scrum half he comes 
across. 

Current Saints first choice Dickson has 
helped Glynn with his development, as has 
academy head coach Alan Dickens who 
himself played in that position. 

Glynn feels his service and kicking game are 
the areas he has most improved in. 

He said: “I used to run a lot when I was 
younger, but obviously as you get towards a 
higher level it becomes more difficult. 

“Ben Youngs and Danny Care are still very 
good at it, but we like to pass the ball around. 

“Off quick taps I prefer to go rather than in 
open play, but it’s something I’m trying to work 
on this year now I’ve started to settle into the 
type of play. 

“It’s something I’ve been told by Alan and 
other coaches, to try and implement a bit more 
at the right time, but it’s more about getting 
other players into the game.” 

For now though, the focus is on the sevens 
series, with Northampton again hosting one of 
the three group stages tomorrow night. 
Defending champions Saracens, Gloucester 
and London Wasps are the other three teams 
involved. 

Glynn captained the Saints in 2010, helping 
them reach the finals night at Bath, and is 
hoping to do the same this year in the small¬ 
sided version of rugby that he enjoys 
immensely.

ADRIAN Sutil is looking forward to returning to the 
Nurburgring this weekend for his home Grand Prix 
as it rekindles memories of his formative years in 
motorsport. 

The German Force India driver raced at the 
famous venue many times during the early days 
of his career, winning there in both Formula BMW 
and Formula Three. 

Sutil just missed out on scoring points at the 
British Grand Prix two weeks ago after finishing 
11th and will be one of six German drivers lining up 
on the grid on Sunday. 

He said: “When I go back there it reminds me of 
my early racing days when I was just starting out 
in cars and driving in Formula BMW and Formula

ATTITUDE, as Winston Churchill once 
observed, is a little thing that makes a 
big difference, and Northamptonshire 
head coach David Capel is keen to 
impress that on his side as they face ten 
days of cricket in the next 11. 

This week’s LV= Division Two County 
Championship match against Derbyshire, 
which started yesterday, is followed by 
back-to-back Clydesdale Bank 40 games 
against Leicestershire Foxes and 
Hampshire Hawks. 

Then they travel to Glamorgan next 
Wednesday for another Championship 
encounter, with just one day’s rest in the 
midst of this busy period for the team. 

Capel, though, is not complaining about 
the workload. 

“Really it comes down to attitude,” he 
said. “You can only play one ball, one 
hour and one day at a time. You have the 
choice of whether you choose to think 
you are tired or if you are prepared to 
overcome that. 

“It is both physical and mental, and 
there is a lot of hard work to do, but if you 
come through it then there are a lot of 
rewards to be had. It’s very satisfying at 
the end and I know what choice I would 
be making.” 

Northants went into this week’s game at 
home to Derbyshire looking to return to 
winning ways after a hugely disappointing 
Friends Life t20 campaign that saw them 


finish bottom of the North Group. That 
was followed by their first defeat in this 
year’s Clydesdale Bank 40 against Scot¬ 
land Saltires in Edinburgh on Sunday, 
with the Steelbacks going down by 12 
runs in a contest that was shortened to 36 
overs per side due to rain. 

The hosts reached 223/7 on the back of 
Kyle Coetzer’s 122 from 109 balls, while 
Preston Mommsen also hit a brisk 32 
from 21 deliveries. Niall O’Brien led the 
Northants reply with 81, but after he was 
run out, the run rate slowed and they fell 
short of the target. 

Capel was left frustrated by what he saw 
as some unusually wayward bowling by 
the Steelbacks, saying: “We bowled first 
on a good wicket and, while Kyle Coetzer 
batted well for his century and so did 
Preston Mommsen, we didn’t bowl as 
tightly or field as well as we have done. 

“Consequently, we ended up chasing 
about 40 runs more than we should have 
been chasing. Having said that, we did 
well to get to 100/2 after 22 overs, which 
was only a couple behind their run rate. 

“But that fell away and we ended up 
needing 40-45 runs from the last few 
overs.” 

He put that down to a lack of leadership 
in the team, with captain Andrew Hall 
rested after also missing the final two 
Twenty20 games at Durham and 
Lancashire. Chaminda Vaas was also left 
out after a spell on the sidelines. 

“Andrew Hall has led the team well and 
part of that leadership has also come from 


Chaminda Vaas. They have both been 
absent and that can have some effect,” said 
Capel. “Vaasy has been injured and we took 
the strategic decision to rest him for the 
County Championship match. Hall was 
showing signs of fatigue and it won’t have 
done him any harm to have missed a 
couple of Twenty20 matches and the CB40.” 

Both Hall and Vaas returned to the side 
to face Derbyshire along with experienced 
batsman Mai Loye, who missed the entire 
FLt20 campaign due to a troublesome 
groin injury. 

Despite the Scotland defeat, Northants 
remain second in Group B of the CB40 
ahead of this Sunday’s match at 
Leicestershire and the day/night clash 
with Hampshire at the County Ground 
the following day. 

A win over Derbyshire would also 
consolidate their place at the top of 
Division Two and Capel remains 
optimistic, saying: “There is a lot of cricket 
to play and we have got a lot of things to 
play for. 

“We have got seven Championship 
matches still to play, starting at home to 
Derbyshire and then after the two one- 
day matches this weekend we travel to 
Swansea to play Glamorgan.
